No. 4,086,0 1 9 to Poole. Applicant has rewritten claim 3 1 to depend from allowed independent claim 
24. Thus, dependent claim 3 1 should now be in condition for allowance. Also in the Action, claims 
5 and 30 are objected to because of various informaUties. Applicant has made the requested 
amendments to claims 5 and 30 and these claims should, therefore, be in condition for allowance.
